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SHOT AND SHELL 
RAIN ON VESSELD 


Great War Game Is Being 
Played at Portland, 


Hostile Fleet Attempts To Slip by 
the Fort, but Is Beaten Off. 
Two of the Battle Ships 
Were Re-orted To Be 
“‘Destroyed.”’ 


Portland, Me., August 26.—The search- 
lights at 11:55 were trained on a warship 
approaching the harbor entrance and the 
batteries at Fort Williams began a heavy 
cannonade. 

Two battle ships were ‘“‘destroyed”’ by 
shots from 6 and 13-inch guns at Fort 
Williams. O®her warships were seen outl- 
side the harbor. : 

The vessels fired upon were probably 
gunboats or torpedo boat deptroyers. 
Three small vessels were brought into 
view by the sé@archlights at 11:55 and one 
round of shots was fired from the 6 and 
13-inch guns at Fort Wliiliams, which, ac- 
cording to the rules. sank one vessel. 
Fort McKinley and Fort Levett each fired 
one round, each of which sank a vessel, 
so in all probability three vessels were 
theoretically destroyed. 

The hostile fleet, the part. of which is 
to be played by about twenty-five ves- 
sels ‘of the North Atlantic squadron, 
under Rear Admiral Barker, was sighted 
off the coast this morning. Eight war- 
ships were visible from,the observatory 
off Seguin, including three battle ships, 
three destroyers and two tenders. As 
soon as the ftleet was sighted orders were 
sent to the various forts to be in readi- 
ness for an attack which was expected at 
midnight 

The news that the attack was expected 
to occur at midnight brightened the spir- 
its of the mén who had had thelr ardor 
dampened by the rain-of the morning. 
The final preparations were interfered 
with to sOme extent, but all except a 
few minor details had been compieted. 

The last few mines which will block 
the entrance to Husseys sound were lald 
in a ine from Long Island to Diamond 
Island. This passage has been thorough- 
ly covered. ‘. 

At'1:15. a large vessel, evidently a bat- 
tle ship, came into range and was fired 
upon with one round from Forts YVilI- 
Hams and ‘Levett and three rounds from 
Fort McKinley. The vessels returned the 
fire of both Fort Williams and Fort 
Levett batteries, 

The ship appeared to come a short dis- 
tance and then stand off to a point 
opposite the Two Lights on the cape. 

Genera] quarters were sounded at Fort 
Preble, the fortification farthest inside 
the harbor, when the fire was opened 
from the other forts. 

At 1:35 a. m. the harbor near Fort 
Preble was filled with launches from the 
fieet with landing parties, and the troops 
defending Fort Preble, the acknowledged 
key to the harbor defense, were firing 
in force. 

The harbor was filled with smcke at 
1:55, and whén the batteries were all en- 
gaged thé cannonading was deafening. 
The smoke and: thick weather made it al- 
most impossible to observe the meve- 
inénts. "

WRIGHT SUCCEEDS TAFT 
IN THE PHILIPPINES 


Resignation of Kcot Will Not Be- 
come Effective Until January 
1—The President Pays High

President Roosevelt thts afternoon au- 
thorized the Associated Press to make 
the announcement that the post had been 
offered to General Wright and that he 
had accepted it.

He is a life long demo- 
crat.

Secretary Root, under date of August 
19, presented his resignation formally to 
the yresidemt. The resignation was ac- 
cepted by the president with the under- 
standing that Mr. Root continue as sec- 
retary of war at least until January-l.

‘The’ president some months ago ten- 
dered the secretarvship of war to Judge 
Taft and at*that time it was arranged 
that he would succeed Secretary Root. 
Secretary Root will go out-of office some 
time in January and Judge Taft will as- 
sume the duties of the office shortly af- 
terward.”’ 

The president also authorized the pub- 
Heation of the correspondénce between 
him and Secretary Root concerning the 
latter’s resignation. In his letter of res- 
ignation Mr. Root says he wishes to retire 
to private life and thinks hie resignation 
should be in the president's hands before 
his departure for England to attend the 
sessions of the Alaska boundary commis- 
sion. Mr. Root concludes: 

“I shall carry with me unabated loy-« 
alty to yvour administration, confidence tn 
the sound conservatism and patriotic un- 
selfishness of vour policy agd enduring 
gratitude for the kindness and considera- 
tion with which your friendship has hon- 
ored me.*’ 

To this letter the president replied at 
leneth. saving in nart: 

“It is hard indeed for me to acceptf 
your resignation. and I do so not only 
with keen personal regret. but with a 
lively understanding of the gap your 
withdrawal will create tn vublic Iife. 
My sense of personal loss ie very’ great. 
and vet my sense of the jogs to the na- 
tion as.a whole, Is even greater. You 
have been over four vears secretary of 
war. I wonder if vou vourself realize 
how much vou have accomplished during 
that period. If you will turn to your 
firet reports and will read the recom- 
mendations you made in order that the 
army might be put on an effective basis, 
vou cannot but be pleased at the way in 
which the recommendations have now 
been adopted bv congress as well as by 
the administration, and have hecome en.- 
acted into law or crvstallized into cus- 
tom. 

“Your. duties have included more than 
merely the administration of the depart- 
ment and reorganization of the armv on 
an effective basis. You have also been 
the head of the department which dealt 
with the Jelicate »rqaWMe™ms invalved tn 
our possession of the Philipnine tslands.

Par.ies Have Pooled Their {s- 
sues in Nebraska, 


Bryan Attended the Democratic Con- 
vention and Made an Address. 
The Kansas City Plat- 
form Reaffirmed by 
Convention. 


Columbus, Nebr., August 25.—The demo- 
cratic state convention was called {to or- 
der tonight by Chairman ®. lL. Halt, of 
the state central committee, who. after a 
briet a@dress, introduced George L. 
Loomis, of Fremont, as temporary chatr- 
Logmis was enthusiastically re- 


| ceived and at once announced the nomi- 
| nation by the. populists at Grand Island 


of Judge John J, Sullivan for supreme 
judge. 

The temporary organization was made 
permanent and W. H. Thompson, fu: 
candidate for governor in 1902, was made 
chairman of a committee of nine on rés- 
olutions. 

Vilham J. Bryan made a brief address. 
He eulogizéa the young men of the coun- 
try and said that the hope of the demo- 
cracy rested in them. 

W. L. Allen, of Schuyler, nominated 
Judge John J. Sullivan for supree judge. 
Mr. Bryan seconded the nomination in a 
brief speech and Sullivan was named by 
acclamation. 

W. R. Thompson moved the nomination 
of the populist candidates, W. O. Jones 
for regents of the state 
university and the motion was carried by 
unanimous vote. 

The Platform. 

Following is the democratic platform: 

“We, the democrats of Nebraska, In 
convention assembled, reaffirm our faith 
in the principles in the party ag enun- 
ciated in the last national piatform 
adopted at Kansas City. 

“We denounce the national republicay 
administration for its failure to carry out 
its promises heretofore made and its sub- 
servience to special interests at the ex- 
penge of and: detriment of the Inter- 
ests of the pubile at large, 

“We are unalterably opposed to any 
form of asset currency legislation and to 
any legislation of the character of the 


Aldrich bill, 

‘We demand that the attorney general 
ef our state ehal] make application i the 
supreme court of* the United States for 
permission to put the Nebraska maxi 
mum freight law into immediate effect in 
accordance with the suggestion of that 
court.”’ 

The platform demands that the judi- 
clary of Nebraska be kept free from 
partisan bias and the influence of special 
and cooperative interests. The platform 
charges the laSt republican legislature 
with being dominated by the corpora- 
tions. 

The Nebraska Populists. 

Grand Island, Nebr., August 25.—The 
populist convention was called to order 
this evening by Chairman W. R. Weber, 
of the state central committee. Ex-Gov- 
ernor Poynter nominated Judge Parsons, 
of North Platte. for temporary chairman 
and he was elected. The temporary or- 
ganization was made permanent. T. R. 
Tibbles nominated John J. Sullivan, pres- 
ent chief justice of the supreme court, 
for the office of supreme judge and he 
was chosen by acclamation. 

After a lively discussion the convention 
decifed to notify the democratic conven- 
tion at Columbus of the nomination of 
Judge Sullivan.

GAME LAWS 
BY MR. CALVIN 


+ e 
IDESPREAD interest is being 
W manifested in the two bills pro- 
tective of birds and fishes passed 

by the general assembly at its recent 
Mr. Calvin, of Richmond, talked inter- 
estingly on these nieasures yesterday, 
presenting the salient features of the 
bills which were duly approved by Gov- 
ernor Terrell and thereby. become Sstat- 
utes of the state. Mr. Calvin said: 
“The non-game bird, or Aydubon, bilb 
which 1 introduced is designed, as its 
title indicates, to, pretect non-game birds 
and their eggs: It is sweeping in its pro- 
visions. Because of that fact # was 
provided that it should not become Op- 
erative until January 1, 1904. If by June 
next. when the legislature reconvenes, 
it should appear that any of the conces- 
sions that were made in the nature of 
amendments have proved to be a Nin- 
drance to the high purpose of the meas- 
ure, the friends of the measure will 
make a persistent and unyielding effort 
to dig@mmse amendments up by the roots. 
The ‘non-game birds, which have been 
growing fewer by degrees and each year 
beautifully less in number, must be fully 
protected. The non-game bird law puts 
the people of the state on notice to that 
effect. 

“The revision of the general game laws 
of the state is the handiwork of the 
genial gentleman from Chatham, the 
Hon. William Harden. I find that there 
is universal. misapprehension as to the 
scope and purpose of that act. 

“The statute will stand the test of the 
courts, for it was carefully drawn and 
gives all lovers of birds and all true 
sportsmen a law long needed in this 
state. It became effective ag soon as 
the governor attached his signature 
to it. , 

“Firet under the new law, no wild tur- 
key, pheasant, partridge or quail can 
be shot, trapped, killed or enanaréd be- 
tween the 15th day of March and the Ist 
day of November of each’ year. 

“No dove can be. killed, snared or en- 
trapped befWeen the 15th day of March 
and the 15th day of July in each year. It 
is not Jawful for any person to kill, en- 
Snare or entrap a greater number than 
forty doves any ollie day, whether on 
baited or unbaited grounds. This limit 
was fixed by amendment in the senate.

This warden appoints 
a deputy in each militia district In his 
county; each takes Oath that he will 
faithfully perform the duties of his office. 
Each exercises the ministerial duties as a 
sheriff and each is entitled to the same 
fees and costs as a sheriff for similar ser- 
vice in the arrest and trial of persons 
convicted under this act.

Appalling Accounts of the 
Brutality of the Turks 
at Krucshevo, 


WOMEN ARE RAVISHED 
AND THEN BUTCHERED 


Greek Priest Who Sought To Protect 
His Daughter Was Killed—Girl’s 
Hand Was Chopped Off 
in Order To Secure a 
Bracelet. 


Monastir, European Turkey, August 25. 
The once beautiful city of Kruschevo is 
a heap of ruins. The women and children 
are homeless, exposed to the weather and 
famine. The town is rendered uninhab- 
itable by the odor of corpses, which are 
being gnawed by dogs and pigs. The 
Turkish ayghborities are refusing to allow 
them to be removed under the pretext 
that an inquest will be held. 

Kruschevo js situateg on the summit of 
a hill, eight hours distant, and to the 
northwestlof Monastir. It contained 1,000 
inhabitants, mostly Vlachs, calling them- 
selves Greeks. There were 100 poor Bul- 
garian houses. The Viachs are progper- 
ous merchants, who fFavel abroad on 
business, leaving their families in Krus- 
omeve. .. 

After making fortunes abroad by their 
diligence and economy, they return 
spend their wealth in Kruschevo, where 
they own fine houses, furniture and jew- 
els. The Turkish f!nhabitants of the sur- 
rounding villages have long envied the 
prosperity of Kruschevo. : 

The Macedonian committee in concert 
with Bulgarian bands, was completing ar- 
rangements during several months with a 
view to occupying the town. In July last 
the authoritigs of Kruschevo, observing 
the threatening movement, begged the 
vali of Monastir to send reluforcements, 
as the garrison of 30 soldiers was insuffi- 
cient to cope with an insurgent attack 
These warnings were ignored. 

The Attack Is Made. 

On August 2, the day fixed for the Bul- 
garian attack on Krugchevo, while four 
rnarriages were being celebrated in the 
Greek church, a number of Komitajis, 
by prearrangement, remained hidden in 
the church and were locked in by the 
sacristan on the conclusion of the cere- 
monies. Af 10 o'clock at night they sound- 
ed an alarm by ringing the church bells. 
Simultaneously a hand of 30 insurgents 
headed by Petroff entered the iown, dis-

Harte. 

Arthur Bouchier, who is in a way re- 
sponsible for both these adaptations, and 
who is the author of that from Poe's 
story. “The System of Dr. Goudron and 
Professor Plume,” says that he was in- 
spired to make it by seeing a French ver- 
sion of the famous tale in Paris a few 
weeks ago. The Gallic piece, 
however, which was given at 
the Theater Grand Guignol, did 
not follow Poe as closely as Bourchier 
thought desirable. so he decided to see if 
he couldn’t do better.

On the fol- 
lewing morning the omitajis established 
a provisional government and instituted 
a new police and munacipality. They 
killed ten Christians, who they believed 
had betrayed their plans of the commis- 
sion. The notables of the town were 
compélled to contribute $10,000 to the revo- 
jlutionary fund. The Bulgarian villages 
in the neighborhood, hearing that Krus- 
chevo was in the hands of the insurgents, 
entered the town and demanded ammu- 


nition, which, however, was unobtain- 


able, 

The provisional government construct- 
ed a rampart inclosing the town, and the 
inhabitants were ordered to melt down 
their spoons to make bullets. . 

The ‘Turks informed of the capture of 
the town, sent from The Perlep three 
squadrons of cavalry, which were attack- 
ea’ en route and compelled to retire with 
a loss of one hundred killed, 

Turks Sack the Town. 

On August 13 the Turks concentrated 
seven battalions and one battery on 
Kruschevo. They made an offer to the 
Komitajis to allow the women and chil- 
dren to leave the town. This proposal 
was declined <cnd the bombardment began. 
The Komitajis quietly abandoned the 
town and escaped to the neighboring for- 
est, where capture was impossible, The 
Turks entered the town, and guided by 
Turkish villagers from the neighborhood, 
attacked the houses of the Greek notables 
and ordered the inmates to be searched 
and stripped. They seized the money and 
jewels and ravished the women, those 
who resisted being killed. A Greek priest 
who sought to protect his daughter was 
killed. The girl's earrings were torn out 
and her hand was chopped off to secure a 
bracelet. 

When the house had been pillaged the 
Turkish peasants boaded their horses 
with whatever the soldiers left and the 
residences were burned, 

The sack of Kruschevo lasted three 
days, during which tims the women g@nd 
children remained without food and shel- 
ter and at the mercy of the soldiers and 
the bashi bazouks, 

Krupps Making Rifles. 

Berlin, August 25.—The Mauser works, 
at Obern, on the Neckar, are making 200,. 
000 rifles Which were ordered some weeks 
ago, and the principal ammunition fac- 
tory in Berlin has contracted to deliver 
100,000,000 cartridges. 

The Krupps decline to give any Infor- 
mation as to whether they have received 
fresh orders for artillery. 

All Inhabitants Slain. 

Constantinople, August 25.—Three Bul- 
garian villages near Tscherkoskel, vilayet 
of Adrianople, are reported to have been 
attacked by Circassians and their inhab- 
itants massacred. 

The presents of food and cigarettes 
which the sultan sent to the Ruasian 
squadron shortly after it anchored off 
Iniada, on the east coast of Turkey, were 
not permitted to be received on board 
the Russian warships, Admira] Kruger 
refusing to accept them. 

Bulgarians To Appeal to Czar. 

Sofia, August 25.—A revolutionary band 
has appeared at the village of Tcherke- 
skol, between Andianople and Constan- 
tinople, within six hours of the sultan’s 
cap. The insurgents and Turks fought. 
Afterwards the Circassian inhabitants of 
the village pillaged and destroyed three 
Bulgarian villages in the neighborhood, 
killing all the men, women and children, 
except a few who escaped to the moun- 
tains.

ROMANS HONOR 
DEAD GARIBALDI 


Funeral of the Son of the 
Great Italian Pa- 
triot. 


Rome, August 25.~The funeral of 
Menotti <Geaeffidi, the eldest son of the 
patriot, took place today and evoked a 
great popular demonstration of sympa- 
thy. For hours before the cortege was 
expected the streets were crowded with 
people. On the coffin was laid the red 
shirt, cap and sword of the dead general 
and a quantity of flowers. The proces- 
Sion was of a military character. 

All the civil and military authorities 
of Rome, including the members of the 


senate, the chamber and municipal coun- 


cil, attended the funeral, the king being 
represented by Vice Admiral Morin, the 
foreign miniséer. The troops of the gar- 
rison of Rome were drawn up in the 
square and rendered military honors as 
the coffin passed. Many workingmen’s 
societies and various boys’ societies in 
which Menotti Garibaldi took an interest 
took part in tle procession. 

The Garibaldi veterans mustered in 
great force. They made this last effort 
to do honor to the name of Garibaldi as 
well as to the personal popularity of Me- 
notti. It is estimated Sgt 350,000 persons 
witnessed the funeral procession. 

The body, escorted by three squadrons 
of cavalry, was taken across the Cam- 
pagna Romani. On arriving at the vil- 
lage of Albano it was met. by all the 
representatives of the Latium, who gath- 
ered to show their respect for the dead 
man, 

The body will be burled on Menotti's 
estate, near Carano, 


Whisky Ware House Gutted. 


New York, August 25.—The ware house 
of P. W. Engs & &Sons, whisky dis- 
tillers, was gutted by fire today, causing 
a loss estimated at $175,000. The flames 
swept across the elevated rallroad struc- 
ture, causing a suspension of traffic for 
four hours.

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BAGGAGE MEN - 
AS MAIL CLERKS 
They Are Authorized To Act 


as Such by Postmaster 
General. Payne. 


Washington, August 25.—The postmas- 
ter general issued a formal order today 
authorizing the delivery of unpouched 
newspaper mail by baggage masters, The 
regulation is made by amending section 
1488 of the postal laws and regulations 
so as to make it read: 

“Whenever delivery of outside news- 
dealers’ packages cannot be made by the 
regular railway pustal clerks, because of 
there being no postal clerk on the train 
used for the transportation of such pack- 
ages, the baggagemgan on the train will 
deliver the newsdealérs’ packages outside 
of the mail sack and while in his custody 
they shall be considered as mail mat- 
ter. 

‘“Baggagemen are not pérmitted to re- 
celve second-class mal] directly from the 
publisher on postmasters’ certificates un- 
less specially authorized by the depart- 
ment through the division superintendent 
ts do so, 

“Packages for delivery outside of the 
mail when handled and delivered by rail- 
read baggagemen will be duly weighed 
and credited to the railroad campany car- 
rying them, the same as other mail mat- 
ter, 

“In order to distinguish packages for 
outside delivery sent by il from those 
sent by express companies or by railroad 
service, it is required that publishers shali 
have printed in bold type on wrappers of 
mail packages for outside delivery the 
words: 

‘United States mall for outside de- 
livery at publishers’ risk.’ ”’

wick went to work this morning on the 
river front, a strike by the longshoremén

The laborers are demanding an increase 
of 2 1-2 cents per hour. This the dif- 
ferent stevedores of the port have granf- 
ed. but the !umber merchants with the 
gingle exception of the Southern Pine 
Company, have decided to stand pat and 
no inerease will be granted 

It ig understood that the 
Company has granted the increase, owing 
to the fact’that they now have several 
vessels in port which are compelled to be 
loaded at once. 

As s00n as the fleet saffs ¢t is said the 
company will join the others and refuse 
to grant the increase. The strike was 
leoked for last week, but the 
laid their plans and continued work, This 
was done in order to get the non-union 
men in line and during the week just 252 
names were added to the membership 
rolls of the lobar union. 

Yesterday morning several gangs refus- 
ed to go to work, while this morning all 
those employed dircetly by the lumber 
merchants and not by the stevedores did 
not show up. It is understood that the 
lumber people have samt to other cities 
for men and they are expected to ar- 
rive during the week. 

While the strike has greatly interfered 
with shipping, still the merchants are 
able to secure enough men to Jload ves- 
sels, and it is expected that imported 
labor wil) be here to take the places of 
those who have walked out.

Basle, Switferland, August 25.—At to- " 


day's session of the Zionist congress Dr. 
Herz], the president, submitted to the 
delegates a letter which he had received 
from the Russian minister of the interior, 
Von Plehwe, apparently pledging the sup- 
port of the Russian government to the 
Zionists in their movement to establish 
an independent state in Palestine. 

The minister in the letter referred to 
said his government was quite fav@rable 
to the original progrqamme of Zionism, 
tends to decrease the Jewish population of 
Russia.

North Carolina Interested in 
Operation of Representa- 
tive Calvin’s Measure. 


Raleigh, N. C., Awgust 25.-<(Special.)— 
The North Carolina authorities are watch- 
ing. with interest the operations of the 
Georgia vagrant law. There is a law in 
North Carolina against vagrancy, but 
it is not enforce It is not known why 
there is no enforcement; whether the law 
is regarded as too lax and weak or wheth- 
er the officials are failing to do tietir 
duty. 

There are not a few white idlerg and 
there are many negro ones. Some of the 
latter who will accept work will only do 
it for three or four hours. Some of the 
leading negroes in thé state @eclare that 
they intend té take up this matter. 

“A number of them have read the report 
in The Constitution of the action of the 
Atlanta negroeas:tn appearing against the 
disorderly idle of their race, and say they 
regard. this as a good example to follow. 

It is very certain that never before 
was there such a demand for labor, par- 
ticularlM@® negro labor, on the farm, as 
there now is in North Carolina, and 
wages were never so high as at present. 
Eighty-five per cent of the counties in the 
state make this report of scarcity of la- 
bor, these complaints coming, in fact, 
from al] counties save those west of the 
Blue Ridge, in which there is practically 
no negro labor. 

There are five counties beyond the 
mountains in which a negro ts a cu- 
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riosity and in one tounty they are not 
permitted to elther reside or work, this 
county being Mitchell, long the home of 
ex-United States Senator Pritchard, and 
the strongest republican county in North 
Carolina. 

A number of the farmers appear to have 
hopes that negroes will return from the 
north and west in sufficient numbers to 
lighten the great demand for black labor. 
In the past fourteen years over 75,000 ne- 
groes have left the state, about 30,000 
going south and southwest. 

It is not probable that more than 1,00 
have returned.

General Butler has been engaged in cot- 
ton planting ever since 
and has owzed his plantations for thirty 
years. Since his retirement from 
United States senate he has devoted par- 
ticular attention. to the subject of cotton 
growing and is regarded as one of the 
most progressive and best informed men 
in the south regarding cotton. 

A reporter asked General M. C. Butler 
vesterday if he had seen a Statement 
from Secretary Wild@on, of the agricultu- 
ral department, concerning the advance 
in the price of cotton and containing some 
severe strictures upon the men who lte- 
ly eve been operating in the cotton 
market. The secretary ef agriculture did 
not hesitate to characterize them 4s 
gamblers, and tg severely criticise them 
as such. 

“Yes, I have seen what was saiki to 
have been the expression of opinion of 
Secretary Wilson,” said nera! Butler, 
“and I must think that he spdke without 
correct information. indeey, I am bound 
to say that he seemed not,t9 know what 
be was talking about. The ‘gentlemen to 
whom he refers ag gamblers, Messrs. 
Brown and Hayne, are not enly among 
the most reputable business mer. in the 
country, but are gentlemen of the high- 
est character. One of them Mr. Hayne, 
is from my own state, and I think he will 
stand fair compirison, as will My, Brown, 
from Mississippi, with Secfetary Wilson 
er anybody in Official or business life. i 
must say I was surprised at what ap- 


ne which was not justified by the facts. 

“The fact is that Messrs. Brown and 
Hayne have done more for the producers 
“of cotton, the farmers, in a few months, 
than the department of agriculture has 
done in ten years. I was Somewhat sur- 
prised at Secretary Wilsen, for he did not 
appear to get into a frenzy of indignation 
When certain other gentlemen in the west 
were making a corner on wheat and corn, 
which enhanced the value of these two 
commodities and from which the farmers 
got the benefit. 

“The secretary seems to be particularly 
concerned aoout the operators and the 
cotton mills; that the cotton milis have 
had to shut down and put out of employ- 
ment a large number of employees, and 
that therefore it’s a great wrong upon the 
cotton mills. Noéw in regard to that, 
Messrs. Brown and Hayne simply bought 
cotton from the bears in the cotton mar- 
ket and required them to deliver the cot- 
ton, and, of course, the price went up. 

“As a rule, the manggers of the cotton 
milig all over the country are bears and 
sympathize with the bear operators. Very 
naturally, their interest is to lower the 
price of the raw material, and they heed- 
ed the representations made by the bear 
operators, exaggerated the last crop of 
cotten and failed to provide themselves 
with the raw materia] to keep their mills 
going. That is all there is in that.’’ 

“Can you say*anything with reference 
to the profits in manufacturing cotton 
cloth from the raw cotton?” 

“Well, only in @ very Beneral way. A 
friend of mine who is largely interested in 
the manufacture of cotton in the south 
gave me some statistics at one time of 
the profits from say a@ound of raw cot- 
ton converted into the finished product, 
and I am told that in many instances 
that profit has been anywhere from 10 
per cent io 70 per cent, whieh, of course, 
ig very gratifying to me, for I didn’t want 
to see the cotton mflls of the North, Or, 
the south either, crippled in any way. 
But they have not paid a fair price for 
cotton in the last ten years, and if the 
law of supply and demand is to cut any 
figure now raw cotton ought to be worth 
15 cents a pound. 

‘‘And if. as I understand the mills state 
they cannot mranufacture cptton at the 
present price and make any money out of 
it, the simple remedy for that is to buy 
the cotton at the ruling price and put up 
the price of the manufactured goods, for 
I think we may safely expect that we will 
in a very few months find a famine of 
cotton manufactured goods in this coun- 
wy.

The enormous increase of cotton factories 
in the south is absorbing a great dea] of 
the crop made in that section, and it's 
soing to continue, for these cotton mills, 
wherever properly managed, have made 
enormous profits. That is one of the rea- 
sons why it was so important for the cot- 
ton planters of the south to have what 
they call an open door in China, and this 
is going to be one of the principal mar- 
kets for manufacturede cotton goods in 
the south.

SETTLED TODAY 


Will Be Somelhing Over $5 
on the Thousand,

Property Returns Amoant to $503,- 
000,000, and the Amount To 
Be Raised by Direct Taxa- 
tion Is $2,573,000, and 
6 P. C. for Collection. 


Governor Terrell and Comptroller Gen- 
eral Wright, constituting the state tax 
commission, will fix the state tax rate 
today. The indications are that it will 
be about $5.10 on $1,000, though it could 
not be determined with exactitude last 
night, as all of the figures were not at 
hand. 

The total property returns of all kinds 
on Which the levy will be made amount 
to $508,000,000, which $36,000,000 more 
than jast year. 

A tax of 5 mills on this amount would 
raise $2,515,000. Allowing 6 per cent for 
coliection. the net would be only $2,364,100. 
It #8 necessary, however, that there be 
raised $2,573.866. Where this other $210,000 
is coming from. is the puzzling question 
to be dealt with by the tax commission 
today. 

The annual expenses of the state are 
In, the neighborhood of $4,000,000. Of this 
amount about $750,000 belonging to the 
school fund, is raised from other sources 
than direct taxation. It comes from poil 
taxes, half the rental of the Western 
and Atlentic railroad, liquor tax, hire of 
convicts and other minor sources. 

The total amount appropriated by the 
legislature to be expended this year, leav 
ing out of consideration that portion of 
the state’s fixed income which is appro- 
priated by law, is $3,028,866.

To 
raise that amount, including the cost of 
collection, would require a rate of about 
$5.46.

poses and .21 mills for the sinking fund. 

It is the purpose of the tax commission, 
however, to take into consideration part 
of the present treasury balance and what- 
ever remains of the public property fund 
which can be used for the payment of in- 
terest on bonds. These figures were not 
obtainable yesterday afternoon, but will 
be had this morning, and with the use 
ef these funds it ts hoped to get the 
rate considerably below $5.21, probably 
Gown to $5.10 on $1,000. 

In amy event the rate will be consider- 
@bly lower than that of lest year, which 
wes, 35.2 on $1,000. 

Franchise Returns Still Out. 

Had the boards of arbitration which 
now have under consideration the fran- 
dhise tax returns of corporations, made 
their reports the situation would have 
been helped out considerably. But there 
was so much Gelay in the making of 
these reports that the tax commission 
necessartly had to proceed to its work 
without them. None of the franchise re- 
turns of the larger railroads and corpor- 
ations have yet been reported on, and it 
fs not likely that all of them will be 
heard from for a month or two. 

In those franchise tax assessments there 
are $22.000,000 tied up. It was found nec- 
essary to make some Sort of estimate on 
what they would bring, and fn order to 
be on the safe side Comptroller General 

Wright estimated that the net result 
would be about one-third of the amount 
he had assessed. Therefore he put the 
outstanding franchise tax returns at $10,- 
000,000, makinz a total! for franchise tax 
returns of about $13,509,900, as $3,500,000 
nave already been reported on. Should 
the franchise tax assessments at the con- 
clusion of the arbitrations come up to 
anything like the comptroller general's 
assessments, the state would have con- 
siderable advantage.

\ The weather today ig likely to continue 
hot, although thunder atorms may relieve 
the situation. 

Yesterday, in the words of David Ha- 
rum, was ‘‘a ring tail squealer.” It came 
within just 1 degree of reaching the high- 
= maximum temperature of the summer 

and recorded the highest mean 
ture for 1903. 

The weather opened with 75 degrees’ 
temperature for the minimum record and 
by steady advances attained 92 in the 
course of the afternoon. The highest 
points reached this year on the weather 
exchange floor where Loca] Forecaster 
Marbury presides were 93 degrees, which 
happened on the 26 and 27th of mst 
month. 

But Monday night wag hot—so hot that ; 
75 degrees was the minimum and this 
made the mean temperature for yesterday 
84 degrees. The nearest mean te - 
ture to this was also On th 2th of Jly, 
when 82 was recorded, so taking all things 
into consideration yesterday was the hot- 
test of thig summer 

And few there were, if any, to disagree 
with this verdict rendered by the ‘ocal 
weather Sureay. It was a great day for 
the laundries and if there was a fall in 
starched cellars the slump will be more 
than made up in the next bill that comes 
from the steam washery or the queer 
looking blotches of the Chinaman’s check. 

Even the white frocks in the afternoon 
Peachtree parade fell several points and 
the procession was lots shorter than 
usual. In faci, the airy gowns of the 
summer girls lost much of their afriness 
and the swish swish of stiff linen gave 
way to the swush Swush that comes to 
the smarest gowns when a relentiegss sun 
gets to working overtime.

The climate and crop bulletin of the 
weather bureau for the week ending Au- 
gust 24 showed that during the past week 
favorable weather conditions have pre- 
vailed throughout the northern counties 
and crops have made general improve- 
ment. Cotton is fruiting well and there 
are but few complaints of rust: in the 
middie and southern sections rains have 
been almost continuous and as a result 
cotton has made rank growth, is shed- 
ding and rusting badly, & is opening in 
some of the southern: counties and pick- 
ing has commenced in Thomas county. 
There are still complaints of black root 
and caterpillars in a few sections. An 
exceptionally fine crop of corn has been 
made and fodder pulling has been passed 
except in sections where too much rain 
has occurred. In some southern counties 
much fodder has been dameged by wet 
weather. Peas, cane, potatoes and other 
minor crops are very fine. Pastures have 
improved rapidly and a good hay crap is 
indicated. The sowing of turnip seed 
has been general and the soil has been 
in @xcellent condition for this work. Some 
plowing for fall seeding was done in va- 
rious sections. Dry weather and sunp- 
shine neede@ over southern half of the; 
state. .

Chef Ball Started vel

Picked Squad of Police Raid the 
Hatging-Out Places of Loafers. 
About Twenty Cases Are 
Made Under New Va- 
grant Law. 


The Atienta crusade against vagrants 
was SGegun last night, and Chief Ball 
headed the crusaders in person. The 
chief bed a squad of picked men who 
knew the haunts of thé jioafers and in 
two or three hours about twenty vagrants 
were locked behind the bars. 


Among the men and women charged 


with vagrancy were whites and blacks, 
thé beggar’ in rags and the fellow who 
manages to dress like @ prince on other 
people's toil. There were some Who had 
seen better days and did not care about 
seeing them again, and those Who hate 
work as a mad dog hates water. 

Chief Ball met his picked squad at po- 
lice -barracks at 9 o'clock and after a 
consultation. the men were divided and 
the crusade was begun. The chief went 
out with®ome of his men and personally 
made arrests, 

In picking his men for the specia] work 
the chief chose those whom he krew 
were well acquainted with the loafers and 
idlers in the city. 

The chief actually began werk on the 
vagrants @ week ago. when he issued 4 
special order to his captains instructing 
them to give every mem@er of the force a 
copy of the new vagrant law and order 
a rigid and etrict enforcement of the 
same. The ofder was issued on August 
19, exact'y a week ago. After issuing the 
order the chief waited to see what would 
be done, and yesterday morning, realiz- 
ing that a more systematic plan would 
have to te adopted, he devised the scheme 
of starting a crusade against the va- 
grants with a picked squad. 

Vagrants Were Coming Here. 

It was known that vagrants from other 
towns, where the law is being inforced, 
were flocking to Atlanta, hoping to find 
here a place where they could live with- 
out working. That was one reason why 
Chief Bali decided to start the crusade 
last night. 

“I am now ready to show vagrants that 
Atianta fs no place for them.”

“ROUGH DEAL SAY PLAYERS 


That Atlanta is getting the heaviest deal

It was as pretty and as hard a fought 
contest as ever has been sailed off Sandy 
Hook and had the wind not flattened 
during the last ten minutes the record 
for the course—3:12:15, made by Colum- 
bia two years ago in her memorable 
race against Shamrock I!I—would have 
been broken. 

As it was, Reliance, sailed the thirty 
miles within two minutes and thirty- 
nine seconds of the record, which speaks 
wonders for her speed in the wind that 
was blowing. 

Reliance’s victory, narrow as it was, 
would have been even smaller had not 
Captain Wringe, the skipper of the Brit- 
ish ship, bungled the start, sending his 
craft over the line nineteen seconds after 
the last gun and handicapping her to 
that extent. 

At every point of sailing the defender’s 
Superiority was demonstrated. She gain- 
ed one minute and fifty-one seconds in 
windward work, forty seconds on the 
run to the second mark, and forty-five 
seconds on the close reach for home. 

Based upon the magnificent showing 
she has made in the two races already 
sailed, it is the belief of many of the 
experts that the cup is safe and that it 
will take something than Fife's 
latest creation to even budge it. 

Vanishing Glory of Challenger. 

An assemblage of excursion vessels al- 
most as large as that of last Saturday 
poured down through the narrows and 
out into the Atlantic today to witness 
the vanishing glory of the challenger. 

The excursion fleet, like a floating city 
built upon the floor of the ocean, lined 
up rail to rail in a great semi-circle to 
witness the start. The course, a beat 
Gue south into the wind for ten niles, 
then a broad’reach or run as the case 
might be off toward the Cholera Banks, 
and thence home again to the Old Red 
Hulled light ship, had been set.

DETAILED, TECHNICAL STORY 
OF ‘THE SHAMROCK’S DEFEAT 


New York. August 25.—In the prelimi- 
nary jockeying Captain Barr, of the Re- 
liance, got the windward position. blank- 
eting the Shamrock III and clung 
through various maneuvres until 
warning gun had been fired, when Captain 
Wringe had got clear of the Reliance. 

At the sound of the gun Shamrock III 
bore off to leeward 
liance, while Captain Barr tacked under 
the stern of the Navigator as the starting

The Reliance was leading by three 
minutes and fifty-fiVe seconds, having 
gained forty seconds in the run across 
from the first to the second mark.

With a close race still to 
be made, there was faint hope for the 
challenger. 

The Rellance whirled about the mark, 
gybed over, trimmed in her sheets and 
romped away on a close reach toward 
Sandy Ilook lightship and the finish line. 
She was three-quarters of a mile away 
before the Shamrock rounded the mark. 
Both yachts were heeling before a 13- 
knot wind from south by west and were 
sailing at least one mile an hour faster 
thap the wind was blowing. Their sheets 
were eased just enough to put them on 
almost their best point of sailing and 
one upon which the Reliance has often 
demonstrated that she is faster than any 
racing craft ever built. She was heeled 
just enough to bring her long overhang 
to bear and give her the benefit of her 
great sailing length. 

Shamrock Makes a Spurt. 

As the wind softened the Rellance first 
set baby jib topsall, which the Shamrock 
had been carrying since turning the sec- 
ond mark, and then exchanged It for a 
big reaching jib topsail, in which the 
Shamrock promptly followed sult. The 
two ‘yachts held their relative positions 
for about a mile. When the Reliance was 
a mile from the finish Mee the wind died 
a@way considerably, but the Shamrock 
came bounding along, carrying a splendid 
breeze and fast overhauling the leader. 

It looked as though the British boat 
was going to get within her tfme allow- 
ance, but the finish line was too near 
and Rellance slipped across it with one

yachts were left astern. Just before the | 


finish of the leg the wind died down, but 
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Reliance went across in ample time to 
win, having covered the 10 miles in 87 
minutes 40 seconds. . 

There followed the usual riot of whis- 
ties, of bells, shouts of patriots and 
booming of cannon. Shamrock was about 
a mile astern and crossed 4 minutes and 40 
seconds later, to a repetition of the riot 
which had welcomed Reliance’s victory. 

Narrowly Dodged a Storm. 

Then the great observation fleet headed 
back to New York at top speed, but be. 
fore half the fleet had reached the upper 
bay a squall out of the northwest struck 
the fleet, bringing grief to many excur-

Just after the opening there was a 
momentary setback under realizing, but 
prices soon resumed their upward course 
and at midday were forced still higher 
by the weekly report of the weather bu- 
reau, which proved quite as bulling as 
had been expected. The initial gains were 
due to a continuation of the short scare 
noted yesterday, which this morning was 
accelerated by firm cables and apprehen- 
sions as to the character of the weekly 
bureau report. In addition to this the 
clique bought very aggressively, taking 
a block of 5,000 September and bidding 
for more at advanced prices.

Baxter & Co.’s Cotton Letter. 


New York, August 2—FEarly cables were 
quite up to expectations and the bullish 
feeling in the local market was apparent- 
ly on the Increase. The boll weevil scare 
is helping the market, and it was expect- 
ed that the weekly bureau report during 
the afternoon would intensify the feeling 
in favor of cotton. There were no signs 
of cotton moving to market in consider- 
able quantities for some time; in fact, 
shorts were showing no ilttle anxiety.

TCOMMISSIONER STEVENS 


TALKS OF BELMONT FARM 


OMMISSIONER 0. B. STEVENS, 
of the department of agriculture, 


2 recently s¢ayle a visit to Bélmont 
farm,’in Cobb county, a place that has 
been built from practically nothing 
by Hop. Ed L. Wight, of Albany, and he 
talks interestingly of what is to be seen 
and learned there in the line of farming, 
sing. ; 
dairying and stock rajsing a 
ested in farming or stockraising ought 
te visit Belmont farm,” declared Colonel 
Stevens enthusiastically, “for there is 
much to learn there as well as to be 
seen, There is no other place in the 
south that approaches it that I know of, 
except Biltmore, Vanderbilt's place. near 
Asheville, N. C. ; 

“Four years ago J used to pass the 
place wher Belmont is now loeated and 
when I heard that Ed Wight had pought 
it, I felt sorry for him for the land was 
poor; in fact, worn’ out, and I ‘could 
hardly see how it could be made to pro- 
duce even fair crops, ‘But when I went 
over the place the other day I decided 
that Sidney Lanier’s little poem, ‘The 
Man from Jones,’ written years ago, Was 
true. There is more in th® man than 
there is the land, 

“T saw at Belmont a field of corn that 
was better than any I ever saw in Geor- 
gia. Many stalks wére over 14 feet high. 
It is planted in 3% foot rogs, 18 inches 
in the drill and two stalks to the hill. 
It will make, in my opinion, 75 bushels to 
the acre. There were 10 acres of sorghum 
that was as good as the corn; a large 
field of sweet -potatoes, 2% acres of peas 
and sorghum, sown together broadcast for 
hay, and last, but not least, 2 acres of 
the famecus Lookout Mougtain Irish po- 
tatoes. These were just coming up and 
a good stand is. assured, which means @ 
big crop, and a lot of money. 

“Just here I wish to say that‘! believe 
that the planting of the’ Lookout Moun- 
tain Irish potatoes as a fall crop means 
more money to the Georgia farmer than 
anything else he can do. They can be 
planted after a smal grain crop is har- 
vested, and in time to put in another 
crop of oats or rye. Belmont farm gath- 
ered 164 bushels from 1 acre last fall. 
Twenty-four of the largest measured half 
a bushel, weighing 30 pounds. 

“Not a seed of cotton is planted on 
Belmont. Two crops are raised on every 
acre of land each year, Oats are tyanted 
from October 1 to March 1 right along 
through the winter and owing to the 
method of planting are never “winter 
kiiled.’ ; 

“Now you may think it strange that 
ali these things can be done by a man 
who was not raised on qa farm, and you 
are right about that, for the direct man- 

gement of the farm and stock is under 
he contro] of Loring Brown, formerly of 
Bolingbroke, Monroe county, who has 
Nved on a farm for years, and knows 
as much about it and more about stock 
and poultry than any man I ever knew, 
He don't know the name of all the chick- 
ens on the place because there are so 
many that ames would ’not go areund, 
but he knows each one by sight and can 
tell you its history. But when it comes to 
cattle and hogs he knows every one 
by name, though there are over 150 of 
each on ihe place, - 

“Having seen so much itn the papers

about bad milk being sold in Atlanta. I 
decided to investigate a iittle 9m my 
own account. I went to the immense 
oarn where nearly one hundred cows were 
milked by four’ white men and 
three white girls. I was surprised to see 
how. cleam everything was, and, in fact, 
1 didn’t. Suppose it possible to Keep 4 
barn that was full of cows as tmat is 
kept. It ig thoroughly cleaned out twice 
a day and lime is spilled about on two 
days of the week. ‘the milkers were all 
neatly dressed, and I noticed especially 
that their hands were clean. 
was strained through twe more strains 
in the barn and then taken to the a 
where it was run through an areater to 
take out the animal heat, It goes through 
three strainers here, two of cheese cloth 
and one of>wire. / 

‘The water given the stock and poultry 
is gathered from two large springs 4 
half mile away, being pumped by a hy- 
draulic ram into a large tank 30 feet high 
and from there distributed over the place, 
about 2 miles of iron pipe being used for 
the purpose. So you see .the cows get 
water that is as pure as can be found in 
the world. 

“T saw one cow off in a barn to herself; 
and asked what she was there for. ‘Oh, 
that is the hospital,’ said Mr. Brown. 
‘She is convalescent now, and will be put 
back in the barn pretty soon.’ ‘You don't 
mean to say you have a cow hospital?’ l 
said. ‘Oh, yes,’ he replied, ‘we do, You 
sec when a cOw gets sick the first evi- 
dence is that she will not eat her food 
or very little. Then the flow of milk de- 
creases, Well, just as soon as we find 
either of these conditions exist we take 
her temperature, using a physician's ther- 
mometer (a cow's temperature at normal 
is 102). and if we find she has the least 
bit of fever we put her in the hospital 
and begin giving her quinine and other 
medicines until she gets well or dies. And 
in the meantime we do not sell or use her 
milk, but give it to the pigs.’ 

“Although there were two large silos 
on the place holding 280 tons of ensilage, 
they are being employed so they will hold 
500 toms. This means green food for 
twelve months,in the year for the milch 
COWS. 

“Now I come to one of the most in- 
teresting things on Belmont, A 
herd of over 150 registered Berkshire 
hogs, many of them being imported from 
England, but right here I wish to say 
that some of the ba specimens were 
raised in Belmont. One, tbe head of the 
herd, weighs over 800 pounds, and has 
taken the blue ribbon time after time at 
our fairs. There are thirty-two brood 
sows and yet these people are behind 
with their orders for hogs. | saw an im- 
ported sow that was not especially large, 
but a very handsome animal, and asked 
about her, and was told that she was 
bought last March for $200. But I saw 
several better ones raised right at home 
on Belmont. With the high price of meat 
it pays to raise hogs and it doesn't cost 
any more to raise a good one than a 
sorry one, and there are good ones at 
Belmont. They charge a good price for 
them, but tHeir rule is in every depart- 
ment that anything bought of them can 
be returned if not entirely satisfactory. 

“There afe over three thousand chick- 
ens on the place, comprising about forty 
varieties, all thoroughbreds, A chicken 
is never shipped that is not a good one. 
The poorer specimens are culled out and 
sold for market. 1 also found large 
droves of fancy pigeons and a large lot of 
pheasants and fancy water foul. 

“Now, in conclusion, I would advise 
evervOne who itIs interested in farming 
or stock and poultry raising to visit Bei- 
mont, They will receive courteous treat- 
ment and will learn a lot of things be- 
side seeing a great farm.”’

New Ycr@%*, August 25.—The semi-stag- 
nation of the stock market was unre- 
Heved today and the dealings were in 
smaller volume than yesterday. There 
was some revival of activity toward the 
last and the market closed strong. The 
majority of the stocks which made up 
the great bulk of the meager trading 
left off 1 to 2 points higher than last 
night. The strong features were Mis- 
sour! Pacifc, St. Paul, Atchison, Amal- 
gamated Copper and Tennessee Coal. 
There was no news to explain the ad- 
vancing tendency of the market, and 
the true cause seemed to be that the 
room traders reached fhe limit of their 
abiligy to depress prices yesterday and 
so covered their short contracts. At- 
tentfon was almost wholly diverted to 
the yacht race throughout the day. There 
was a large list of absent members, and 
those on the famr spent. their time 
watching the bulletins of the yacht Bice. 
Morning reports from London showed 
some disposition to buy American stocks 
there, and the opening advance here was 
in sympathy. Erie was conspicuously tn 
demand for London account. The devel- 
opment of this foreign demand Is of spe- 
cial interest in its bearing on the ex- 
change situation. There was large re- 
selling of foreign holdings of:our securi- 
tles taken at the bottom of the decline 
when the rally here showed signs vf cul- 
minating, and the renewal! of the demand 
On the. reaction has not yet assumed 
important proportions.

SOLD FOR CASH 


Evidence Showing How Whit- 
aker Wright Gulled British 
Public. 


London, August 2.—Arthur Russell. the 
examiner of the official receiver's office, 
who had charge of the liquidetion of the 
Whitaker Wright's companies, was the 
principal witnesg today in the proceed- 
ings in the case against the promoter of 
those concerns. 

He dealt largeby with the technicalities 
of the book transfers of the alleged in- 


debtedness of one company to another and 
said that on examining the books of the 
London and Globe Finance corporaton. 
for the period ending September 30, 1900, 
he found the net losses .u be $5,500,000. 
At the end of. November.the London and 
Globe wags indebted to the Brokers and 
Jobbers to the amount of $8.015,280. This 
liability, did not appear on the 
balance sheet, because the account was 
transferred to the books of the sister 
companies of which Wright was manag- 
ing director. 

In December the London and Globe 
was dealing in sharen of companies which 
had never been issued and to which no 
capital had ever been subscribed. Shares 
to the extent of more than 15,000,000 in 
companies of which Wright was manag- 
ing director had no value whatever.
